MENTAL ATTITUDE IMPORTANT 
IN STRAIGHTENING OUT THE 
TANGLED ECONOMIC PROBLEM 


Mental attitude, mental capa 
city, is the necessary element for 
economic recovery in th» United 
States, H. B. Adams, of the 
speaker’s bureau of the 9 irst 
National Bank of Los Angeles, 
told the Kiwanis Club as the 
members gathered for their an¬ 
nual open air luncheon meeting 
under the Wistaria vine on Tues¬ 
day. 

Speaking on the general sub¬ 
ject of the power behind the com¬ 
bined mental forces of the mil¬ 
lions of American citizens, Mr. 
Adams said: "The wisdom not of 
mere hundreds, not thousands, 
but of millions that is the elec¬ 
tric dynamo that will pull us out 
of the depression. History gives 
us a hundred percent perfect 
record of recovering from about 
fifteen other major slumps, and 
economists tell us that two of 
those periods were even worse 
than the present one. 

“It is a mistake to consider 
nurselves the 'victims of eco¬ 
nomic circumstance.’ Until I have 
lifted to the last ounce of my 
strength, called on the last re¬ 
sources of my will and brain, 
until I’ve done my utmost, I am 
not the victim of anything but 
myself!" 

Stating as his belief that the 
younger generation has the task 
of righting the ills of the world, 
the speaker went on, “It Is im¬ 
possible for us to hand chaos 
down to 20 million youngsters 
between 16 and 24 years of age 
who won’t accept chaos, and who 
feel able to tackle any situation 

"There are always three gen 


I oral groups of business and pro¬ 
fessional men," he said. There 
are the ones for whom business 
never is good, who alw r ays are 
j unable to make their incomes ex¬ 
ceed their outgo. Then there are 
j those who manage to break even 
hut never put that final bit of 
I energy and capacity into the 
game that makes for success.

Bom in Bath, England, Janu¬ 
ary 9, 1865, Mr. Allen came to 
California while still a youth. 
Last October he celebrated the 
50th anniversary of the day he 
detrained at San Gabriel station 
to take up his lifelong residence 
in the West. 

Prominent in Pasadena civic 
life before moving to Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, Mr. Allen w f as one of the 
founders of the Sierra Madre-La- 
manda Park Citrus Association. 
After formation of the association 
in 1900, he served as its first 
president for three years. In 
1903 he entered the banking 
business in Los Angeles and later 
became a banker in South Pasa¬ 
dena. In 1926 in Sierra Madre 
he served as Master of the Ma¬ 
sonic Lodge and following that 
he was treasurer for three terms, j 
He had his chief recreation in 
the cultivation of his gardens 
surrounding his home here. 

Although Mr. Allen was not 
one of the founders of the local 
bank, he bought the controlling 
interest in it soon after coming 
to the city, at which time the 
institution became an independ¬ 
ent state bank.

INJUSTICE SUFFERED BY 

MASSES ENGAGES WRITERS 


Twentieth century literature 
has experienced a steady “swing¬ 
ing to the left," breaking away 
from the artificial mold of the 
preceedlng era, stated Harold D. 
Carew in his talk on “The Trend 
of Literature” at the Forum 
meeting in the City Hall Tuesday 
night. 

Portraying the prim romantic 
side of life, nineteenth century 
literature Idealized that which 
lias come to be called rugged 
individualism and the seldom 
made mention of economic sub¬ 
jects is true prospective, Mr 
Carew pointed out. This had a 
tendency to teach the American 
people that obedience to capital¬ 
ism which has kept them in lino 
while being exploited by their 
heroes. 

Walt Whitman was one of the 
first to depart from that method 
he said, and portrayed the real 
side of life bringing the people 
to a realization of the Injustice 
of ten percent of their number 
amassing fortunes at the ex¬ 


pense of the other ninety per¬ 
cent. 

Follow’ing Mr. Carew, Dr. G 
T. Malaby, Pasadena candidate 
for the Democratic nomination 
for governor, spoke in favor of 
his candidacy. His theme, of 
"Planned Economic Progress." in¬ 
corporated 33 objectives which he 
promised to strive toward in 
gaining a New- Day for Cali¬ 
fornia. Included were one-third 
tax reduction, unemployed in¬ 
surance, self-liquidating recon¬ 
struction corporation to employ 
jobless, guaranteed wages, and 
the theory of human welfare 
over accumulation of wealth.

The 
death dealing fungi, which killed 
Michelli and caused his wife 
hours of critical illness, was 
picked by an employe on the 
vineyardist's property and was 
served as a meal to the entire 
family. However, the three child¬ 
ren did not partake of the dish. 

Dr. Rafe C. Chaffin, who 
treated Michelli in vain effort to 
ave his life, warned the public 
not to take any chances eating 
fungi appearing to be mushrooms 
No neutralizing agent has yet 
been found for the deadly poi- 
on found in the common toad¬ 
stool, he stated. 


Taxes to local, State and Fed¬ 
eral governments constituted the 
chief item of living in California 
during 1933, according to the 
State Chamber of Commerce, de¬ 
spite the fact that tax payments 
dropped from $597,131,000 in 1929 
to $488,000,000, a decrease of 18 
percent. Automobile sales last 
year are estimated at $475,000,- 
000, and food store sales $450,- 
000,000, taxes topping the latter 
by $38,000,000. 


Recent activities in the inter¬ 
national money market have lent 
weight to the belief that it will 
be impossible to achieve currency 
stability without definitely relat¬ 
ing the values of gold and silver. 
Silver, in spite of the 64 -cent 
specified price, is now actually 
cheaper that it has been, because 
of the 80 per cent advance in the 
price of new gold. It is unable 
to do the work in promoting do¬ 
mestic and foreign trade that is 
desired of it. Foreign exchange 
remains chaotic and grave diffi¬ 
culty has been experienced in 
devaluating the dollar, with its 
59-cent gold content, in its re¬ 
lation to the pound and the 
franc. And the looked-for in¬ 
crease in wholesale commodity 
prices has failed to materialize 
Silver sentiment is growing —it 
cannot be ignored in the world 
money problems. 


The depression, or something 
has slowed up the growth in 
population, according to the 
Scripps Foundation for Research 
The gain for last year is esti¬ 
mated at 797,000. The population 
of the United States January 1 
1934, totaled 126,144,000, with a 
six percent gain—lower than any 
year except two since 1870. The 
Foundation figured births at 2,- 
268,000, a total 110,000 lower 
than in 1932, and below any year 
since 1900. Deaths of 1,412,000 
were about equal to a 25-year 
average. Growth will cease en¬ 
tirely by 1940, if the present pace 
keeps up.

HOW TO GROW REALLY 

FINE CHRYSANTHEMUMS 


C HRYSANTHEMUM culture is 
very much the same under 
all weather conditions, al' 
though there are certain meth¬ 
ods of care necessary for best 
results. It has long been the 
custom of the majority of home 
gardeners to leave the old root 
clumps in the ground from one 
year to another. Such a practice 
tends to produce great numbers 
of inferior flowers and give no 
opportunity for soil preparation, 
which is essential, if satisfactory 
flowers are to be produced. In 
mild winter climates, especially, 
it is a great mistake to leave 
these clumps undisturbed, for the 
new growth starts in the early 
spring and becomes a wilderness 
of shoots and laterals by mid¬ 
summer. 

Propagation of chrysanthemums 
is best achieved by cuttings. 
These may be made from new 
growth which springs from the 
old roots. Cuttings should be 
made preferably from terminal 
shoots and cut from 3 to 4 inches 
long. With a sharp knife make 
a horizontal cut just below a 
joint and carefully remove the 
leaves. Root them in clean, medi¬ 
um-fine sand, placing the cutting 
about two-thirds under the sand 
in a perpendicular position. Shade 
should be provided until the 
cuttings are rooted, then they 
may be transplanted to small 
pots and when they are well 
established, removed to the gar- 
den. 

Garden plantings of "mums” 
should not be made until late 


spring. Where the winters are not 
rigorous, May is considered the 
best month for planting all vari- 
ties. Gardeners who are not 
equipped to grow their own cut 
tings should discard the old 
clumps when the blooming sea¬ 
son is finished and purchase new 
rooted cuttings each year. 

Disbranching and disbudding of 
large flowering varieties of chry¬ 
santhemums should begin in the 
early stages of growth. One or 
more laterals may be left, the 
principle being— the greater the 
number of laterals, the smaller 
the flowers. Small flowering pom¬ 
pon varieties need not be dis¬ 
branched, the object being to pro¬ 
duce many flowers.

AVOCADO GROWERS 
WARNED HOUSEWIVES 
TURN TO OTHER FRUIT 


Follow each irrigation with 
the surface cultivation to keep 
the soil in best condition. 


Prune poinsettias by removing 
all new wood back to within 5 
or 6 inches of the old wood. 


California avocado growers were 
warned today that the continued 
lack of advertising is resulting in 
housewives turning to other fruits 
that are being appetizingly por¬ 
trayed in various publications, 
according to Leigh H. Crosby of 
Lord & Thomas, advertising firm 
which handles national advertis¬ 
ing for many prominent Cali¬ 
fornia fruits. This lack of adver¬ 
tising is a serious threat to the 
marketing of any large future 
avocado crop, as new market out¬ 
lets cannot be created overnight. 

Generally lower avocado mar¬ 
ket prices and returns for the 
first quarter of this season, com¬ 
pared with prices for a year ago, 
may be due largely to this lack 
of National consumer advertising, 
Mr. Crosby pointed out at a re¬ 
cent Calavo Growers Exchange 
meeting. However, Calavo mem¬ 
bers are receiving far more this 
season than they did a year ago, 
but this is due to greatly reduced 
Exchange costs, he added.

Protesting vigorously against 
the recent decision of the State 
Division of Veterans’ Welfare in 
which wholesale foreclosures and 
evictions of veterans is threat¬ 
ened, Assemblyman F. G. Mar¬ 
tin has addressed the following 
communication to John P. Bren¬ 
nan, chairman, State Division of 
Veterans’ Welfare, at Sacra¬ 
mento : 

"On more than one occasion I 
have communicated with you 
heatedly about proposals of your 
board to foreclose summarily on 
deserving veterans in my Assem¬ 
bly District and to take from 
them homes for which they have 
contracted under your board. You 
have been generous enough in 
each instance to modify your de¬ 
cisions in these cases and give 
the veterans a fair chance to re¬ 
tain their homes and pay for 
them as they can. 

"I was shocked, not to say in¬ 
dignant, to read of the action of 
your board, at your Fresno meet¬ 
ing, automatically to cancel vet¬ 
erans’ home contracts when the 
accumulated delinquency equaled 
three monthly payments, or ap¬ 
proximately $100. This, I under¬ 
stand, affects some 2,000 vet¬ 

erans. Frankly, I glory in the 
spirit of George Stout who re¬ 
signed as secretary of your 

board, in protect against such a 
high-handed, cold-blooded policy. 
I want to subscribe 100 per cent 
to the sentiment expressed by Mr. 
Stout in resigning, in these 

words: 

" 'In this period of emergency 
I consider it a rank injustice to 
the California service men to en¬
